Oil by-products are subadized by the gov- 
enunent and the 3 per cent duty daige and 
nthfT charges on oil by-products are not 
recoverable from the consumer, it said. 

Ihe statement said odier imported pro- 
ducts also are exempted from the customs 
. duties. 

It said diesel fiiel, officially priced at 3.5 
halaiag for retail and 7 halalas for wholesale, 
was bring sold below cost, wdiicfa led to 
“ heavy lasses '* by Petromin. 

The losses, it ad^d, were incurred because 
of the price difierentials and local transpoita- 
ti(Mi costs. 

** For this reason, the minister requested 
the exemption of diesel and oil produces from 
customs duties, " it said. 

Premiom gasoline had been exempt from 
customs duties, and " other products des- 
tined for local consun^tion aim have been 
exempted by the ministerial decree to avoid 
future emergeudes, *' the statement said. 

Aooording to recent estimates, domestic 
consumption of petroleum products 
increases by 35 per cent aotinally. Before the 
rqxnt that (tiesel consumption has outstrip- 
p^ domestic consumptioo, the Kingdom had 
an equivalent production and consumption 
rate of 500,000 barrels per day. 

Petromin Governor Dr. Abdul Hadi Taber 
in an interview mib.SiauSBitsiuess magazine, 
said Petromin is handling “ about 1 million 
barrels a day " of domestically refined and 
extemally contracted oO for export refining. 

He said the domestic oonsu^tion rate is 
not expected to slow down in the near future 
from its 30 per cent annual growth rate, 

- wUcfa he said is one limiting factor to expand- 
ing die Kingdom's export refining capacity. 
He said predictionsfor consumption in 1989 
are for “ more than 1.5 million barrels per 
day. ■’ He added that the figure indndes om- 
sumption of gas liquids as well. Domestic 
consunqitioa, untfl recently, has not been 
considered a significant factor in tbe total oil 
(ticnire. In 1970, for example, consumption 
was Mow 50.000 barrels daiiy.

RIYADH, April 27 (SPA) — Tbe gov- 
ernment ‘Of Saudi Arabia Sunday officially 
expressed “ deep anxiety and strong regret ” 
ooaoemiqg tbe United States' militaiy action 
to fiee the 50 American hostages being held 
in Iran. 

A Foreign Mimstry ^kesman reading a 
statement Sunday evening said the attempt 
was inconastent with intematicMial law, and 
tty resortipg to force, the United States has 
transgressed the admissible linuts of intema- 
ticmal bdmvior. 

The Kingdom, according to the statement,

and statrility. 

The Kin^om urges the United States and 
Iran to exeidse srif-restzaint and use wisdom 
in resolving die hostage situation and in 
restoring qonnal relations between the two 
countries, jhe ^kesman said.

Soviets station N- missiles in Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI, April 27 (i^ — The 
Soviet military has brought ballistic missiles 
into Afghanietan, believed to carry nudear 
warheads witii sufficient range to control 
entry into the Gulf, Indian news reports said 
Sunday. 

Tbe new Soviet misale c^iability in 
Afghanistan is seen as “a counterwet^t to 
the American presence in Diego Garcia,” tiie 
U.S. base in the Indian Ocean, the Press 
Trust of India (PT^ rqiorted. 

FTI correspondrat H.N. Kaul quoted 
iinirfantififtH “hi^ily placed source^' for his 
infonnati"" that the “Soviets have equqip^ 
themselves with range ballistic mxs- 

sQes in A fghanis tan. 

“It is believed that these carry nudear as 
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wen as high explosive warheads,” added 
Kaul, who returned last Friday from an 
assignment of several weeks in Kabul, the 
Afghanistan capital. 

The current issue of an Indain news 
magazine, fiidSa Tedlty, reported meanwhile 
that in Kabul “d^lomatic sources daim that 
tbe Soviets have bnxight in intercontinental 
nnssOes and nud^r warheads." 

The d^iomats were not identified Ity 
nationality but the same ImBa Tadt^ article 
by Chhoto Kaiadia, the maga 2 aae*s 
editor, said that in Ka^nl “the Indian 
embasty is tire best informed.” 

Kanl and Kaiadia, udio is a British 
national, are believed to be die last non- 
Communist journalists admitted to Soviet- 
controlled Afghanistan vrilich eariier ti& 
year barred American and later other West- 
ern rqxirters. 

A Western diplomat following Aj^gfian 
developments in New Delhi said he had not 
hrard of nudem waihe^ or ballistic missiles 
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in the landlocked Soum Aaan countty, 
Soviet sorface-to-sorface “frog’'-type tacti- 
cal mlsales, with a 40-ldlometer rai^e, had 
earlier been reported in_ A fghanistan. 

“The balli^c mi^es do not make any 
miliiazy sense in tiie context of the A^ian 
atnation," Kaul sa i d adding diat he had 
heard two explanations; 

“1. The Soviets have no effective counter 
to low-flying, radar-avoiding U.S. cruise mis- 
siles, can be fired fixm B-52 bombers 
talcing off from titeiT Diego Garria Indian 
Ocean military base, hence, medium range 
miftaiag are meant as a deterrent. 

”2. The medium range missile can keep the 
Americans on their tenterhooks in Iran and 
the Gulf, induding the Strait of Hormuz, ccxi- 
tioUing entry into it” Much of die world's 
crude oil passes through these waterways. 

The medim range misriles, with a pre- 
sumed range of more than4300 km, could be 
fired from Soviet soil but Kaul said it was 
eipiaiw^ to him that moviqg them 1300 km 
to die south followed the rule o£“nearer the 
range, better die kill,*’ and also helped 
a gms t weather problems. 

PIT reported that four to five Russian divi- 
sions are poised on Afghanistan’ s border with 
Iran.

“ We hold die United States responsible for 
any such impetuous action," Sadegh Ghotb- 
zadeh told a press conference here, at the end 
of a two-day visit and talks witii Syrian offi- 
cials on the Arab-Xsraeli conflia and the 
Iran— U.S. crisis. “We also mil shoulder our 
respcxisibility if attacked.” 

In other reactions European diplomats 
asggmhltng in luxembourg for summit talks 
have reported that America’s failed bid has 
undercut projects for a political solution — 
but they resolved to go on tr^ng without 
delay. 

They said dispersal of tiie 50 captives at the 
U.S. Embassy by liamao militants virtually 
predudes aity new rescue atteoqit short of a 
fuU-scale invasion <rf the country. 

Thel^^ying mood of the Europeans is 


that the Iranian crisis demands a revival of 
old world solidarity and tnins- Atlantic unity. 

“This is uo time for throwing stones at each 
other'' a French official said. 

“Any disposition lo criticize President Car- 
ter should ^ comddered against the reaction 
that would have followed a successful rescue 
operation.'* a senior British authority 
observed. 

In Bonn, Clianccllor Helmut, Schmidt has 
sent U.S. President Jimmy Carter a telegram 
expressing his “deepest condolences" o\'cr 
the loss of eight lives in the aborted attempt. 

Addressing the president as “Dear 
Jimmy,'' Schmidt said, “The news that this 
illegal hostage-taking has claimed eight lives 
has filled me with dismay and sorrow.

Bimal Bose, Director of toe India Tea

States, United Kingdom and Anstralia 
and have produced fovorable resnlts. He 
felt diat dw to the hot climate almost all 
year round in the Kingdom, the liquid 
ixitake is fairiy high and the &ct that the 
Saadis are already food of tea would naVe 
a odd tea drink very popular. 

Bose said, “a qiecial kind of tea is 
required to make a good glass <ri iced tea. 
Nonnal blends used for a hot cup of tea 
may taste alright but the color of toe liquid 
will become cloudy and lose its attrac- 
tion." 

According to Bose, tea from different 
regions of India has been tried and tested 
for die purpose of making iced tea, but it 
was found that the tea grown in South 
India is partioilariy suited for this pur- 
pose. It is especially blended in ordn to 
avoid clouding and to produce toe best 
remits. 

India is one of toe biggest exporters of 
tea. Some of the best tea has been flown in 
for eampimg at the Fair. Bimal Bose said 


he is confident that toe Saudis would 
develo|> a taste foriced tea anoe it b excel- 
lent for tins year-long, sultry climate. He 
said “toe reaction by some Ug importers 
in the Kingdom is very favorable. Negotia- 
tions have already started for us to make 
available, commercially quantities erf a 
spedal blend required in Saudi Arabia." 

Not only tea leaves but tea bags and 
even instant iced tea is available in India. 
In order to prepare goqd iced tea, Bose 
suggested that the tea liquor is to be pro- 
duced double strength. For instance, if 
one uses one spoon of tea for a normal hot 
teacup, two spoons should be used for the 
iced tea. “This is because when added to 
ice it weakens automatically as the ice 
melts. One can add a dice of lemon, a 
of mint even a slice of orange for added 
, taste and looks." he added. 

Ac the Food Fair, toe experts will 
demonstrate how' toe ioed tea is prepared, 
offer a tall glass to each person interested, 
distribute literature and a film depicting 
tea will be running the entire time.

CAIRO, April 27 ( AFP) — With the dos- 
ing round of against-the- clock talks on Pales- 
tinian amonomy scheduled to open at Heiz- 
liya.

at no time called for a halt to further Jewish 
settlements in the occupied territories. 

Another negative factor was the invitation 
by the White House m Israeli leader of the 
opposition Shimon Peres — extended even 
before Bogin had concluded his Wasbington 
visit.

IRANIAN RESTRAINT 

As the news of the failed American attempt to 
release the hostages broke out, many thought that 
the world was driven to the very brink of an all-out 
war, and then only slowly edged back from it. 

This view is simplistic. It is based on the supposi- 
tion that the Soviet Union would be drawn in at the 
moment that American and Iranian weapons cross: 
a supposition quite without foundation. For the 
history of Soviet intervention shows that it is care- 
fully limited to areas and situations where there is 
little likelihood of direct confrontation with the 
United States. The Soviets, though they certainly 
are cashing in on the American-Iranian crisis, know 
that the risks involved are enormous, and will prob- 
ably act accordingly. 

The Iranian leadership seems to realize this. Pres- 
ident Bani-Sadr has said that his government will 
not seek Soviet aid in the event of a new escalation 
with the Americans. Furthermore, the Iranian reac- 
tion to the operation has been up to now markedly 
■ restrained. Tlie offer for the unconditional return of 
. the bodies of the soldiers killed in the operation was 
as humane as it was chivalrous. And. contrary to 
expectations, the hostages themselves will not suf- 
fer any reprisals beyond dispersal in various parts of 
the country. 

Iranian restraint, and the hope that it will con- 
: linue. will gii a long way toward codviheihg 
i Washington that the non-military approach to the 
crisis is the safest <me. both for the hostages them- 
! selves and for the international community which 
j. cannot but look with the utmost apprehension at 
i .armed conflict in this crucial area for world 
[ economy and world peace. An ovcrreaction on the 
I ;part of Iran would have certainly led the Americaas 
to try' again, especially since public opinion, accord- 
ing to the polls, was behind the first, abortive, 
attempt.

West Germany’s ‘social time bomb’

WEST BERLIN — 

The writing on the Berlin Wall has changed, from 
German epithets against “Crazy Russians'* toTuik- 
ish slogans proclaiming ‘'Freedom Fighters.** It is a 
dgn of the unrest stirring in West Germany* s Turk- 
ish ^ettos. It is ±e voice of the other side of West 
Germany. 

A Turkish schoolteacher. Celattin Kesin. bled to 
death in a street here in January, the victim of 
gangland-style violence that is on the rise between 
Turkish political sects. The death heightened fears 
among West German authorities of further brawl- 
ing. 

Berlin officials reacted swiftly, increasiag the 
police patrols in Turkish neighboriioods and warn- 
ing that more dashes would mean automatic depor- 
tation of Turkish group leaders. 

For the rnomem an uneasy peace has been 
restored. But the belief persists in official drdes 
that what the newspapers call a "sodal time bomb" 
ior West Germany Is ticking. 

West Germany, with no tradition of absorbing 
vast numbers of immigrants who differ from people 
here physically and culturally, is not a melting poL 
But in recognition of the new- need to move in that 
direction, the West German cabinet has dedded to 
rela.T naturalization requirements and improve 
sodal programs for the immigrants. 

There are 4.1 million foreigners living in West 
Germany today, most of them swept here from 
southern Europe in a migratory wave erf woikers 
actively recruited by Western European countries 
to cover labor shortages in the 1960s and early 
1970s. Foreign workers and their families in West 
Germany comprise about 7 per cent of the total 
population and about 1 3 per cent of the entire labor 
force. 

They have, t.iken many of the jobs the West Ger- 


mans do not want, the menial diores. Even that 
clasac of German autos, die Volkswagen, is fre- 
quently mmle by Turkish and Yugoslav woikeis on 
assembly lines where the portion foreign workers 
runs as hi^ as 85 per cent. 

The pr^Jem <rf soda! integration, coaq>licated 
by barriers of language and culture, is most evident 
with die Turks, who represent about one in four 
foreigsers In West Germany. There are lOOJXlO of 
them in West Berlin alone. 

Wlnle most of America's poor are U.S. dtizens 
with constitutional ri^ts and protections. West 
Germany's fcH'^o rvorkers remain ontsiders. 

This makes the problem all the more delicate for 
the federal goverorttent and a special test for the 
sodai attitudes of the West German population, 
unaccustomed generally to blending with other 
ethnic ^oups. 

West Germany makes no pretense of being a 
melting poL 

**We are not an immigration country,'* said 
Gerhard Stegeraann. a senior offidal in West Ber- 
lin's department of labor and sodal welfiue, adding 
that Germany had no intention of becoming one. 

Along wiA odier Common Market coontries. 
West Germany in 1973 harmed the hiring of more 
foreign workers from outside the Cbramon Market 
Unemployment at the time was rising in the Euro- 
pean Community. 

Eurc^jean offidals expected the foxeigo workers 
who had arrived before the ban to return soon to 
their native lands. As if to stress the point die 
workers were popularily called Gastei^iter, or 
gnestworker. 

But the guests have stayed, attracted by West 
Germanics hig^r wages and dissuaded from leav- 
ing by economic problems at home. Their number 
h^ actually increased slightiy in the past seven 
years as faouly members have been allowed to join 
tile woiiwrs already here. 

West German officials. iMio for years had ' 


regarded theTbridshcommumty merely as a wining 
work force not to be assimOated into German sod- 
ety, have gradually accepted the necessity of an 
int^ratioQ program. 

This efaa^e was marked last autumn by tire 
release of a fatoal stndy of fore%n wor ke rs in West 
Germany that went &r beyond previous reports in 
its recommendatioiis to int^iate fbreigneis. 

Last month the West Geiman cabinet endorsed 
many of the suggested measures with an aim esp^ 
dally toward eadng integration for younger genera- 
tions of fordgneis vdio grow up in West Germany. 

Naturalization requirements for them wQl be 
relaxed and special edneation programs started. In 
West Berlin, outhorities adc^ted a catalogue of 
integration initiatives and ordered that 10 per cent 
of all new public housing be reserved for foreigners . 

But West Germany still lacks a oonntiysrde pol- 
iqr. It win be the ceq>oasibili1y largely erf states to 
implement new federal directives, and there is 
bound to be foot-dragging, paiticnl^y in states led 
by the conservative opporition Christian Demooa- 
lic Party. 

Foreign workers pose a spedal djlpmma for the 
Germans. 

''German sodeiy has never been a mnltiradal 
one, and there is a lade erf wisdom about how to 
amalgtroate,** said Peter Rotiiammer, a sodologist 
with Berlin's Institute for Urban Studies. 

What integration there is in Germany has occur- 
red at work. Foreign workers have received tiie 
right to elect r^resentatives to company wo^ 
coondls, while at the same time ladder the rj^t to r 
elect local conununity representatives. 

But even Turks who become West Germau dti- 
zens complain of wide^read and blatant disezimi- 
oation against them on the job, in the bousing mar- 
ket, at sdool and in dsootheques. 

“The bkmdTtirk has a better chance here,'* Hans 
Joadnm Janfcns, head of tiie fore^n workers 


branch <rf the Berlin Police, conceded only half 
jokingly. 

Authorities, nonetheless, reject the suggestion 
that antidiscriiiunatioa I^islation such as the LLS. 
Qvil Rights Act is needed here. 

“Itisncrfaquestiooaflaw but of attitudes," said 
Sen. Peter Uhiefa, who has charge of internal sec- 
urity for Berlin. “What we need are not new laws 
but new progfams." 

West German attitudes are only half the story. 
Turks deeply resist integrating with the Germans. 
Commg from a enlture vastly different in religion, 
education and the role of women. Turkish families 
in West Germany often shun Western ways and 
hold fast to native traditions. 

Beriin antborities note that mote Koreans have 
sought West German dtizeaship than Turks, 
aldiou^ there ate SO times more Turks living here. 

StandiDg in tire center of the Turkish community 
here — ca^ “Little Ankar a” — tc is easy to forget 
one is in Germany. Streets have been informally 
gtyen Turkish names and shops purvey flat pita 
bread, she^ cheese and garlic. 

Women wear black veils, the smeU of mutton 
carries through the air and dark-skhuied men sit 
playing board games. There are Thrldsh songs play- 
ing on (be radio and listings in the paper for Turkish 
dentists, midwives, driving schools and travel 
ageods. 

One travel agent is Oncu Gursn, an example of a 
Tiiric YFfao found success here. He started here as a 
stndest, workdlfor the consulate general and later 
in a travel bureau, and today owns six offices in 
town. But only a rebtively fewTurks have managed 
to do so well.

An urgent request by Robert Mugabe's govern- 
ment to Rhiidesian industriaUsts to help to find jobs 
for 60.000 men who are to be deraobUized by the 
end of June ha< brou^t into focus tiie magnitude of 
the economic problems facing the new state of 
21imbabw-.v 

The numbers involved are equivalent to 40 per 
cent of the present workforce in Rhodesian indus- 
try, and the governraeot's crj for help is unlikely to 
produce much response from employers, who 
re main deeply suspiciaus of its ecriDonuc iotentions.

The political transfurmation of Mugabe and his 
men since their brilliant victory in the February 
elcetinn has been remarkable, with the new prime 
mioister conceding that, while his ulomstegaalisa 
sodolist society, he ha«. to deal with the rcoltti^ of 
the capital'tst present 

This prc-scnt. as members of the newr admtoistra- 
timi arc dLsenvering. is much more complicated 


than many imagined during the years erf bnsh war- 
fare. *T never realized we were so self-suffident.'' a 
newly appo'inted semor official remarked. 

The realizatioo that the scale and diversity of 
economic development achieved in Rhodesia 
restrict the scope fw radical reforms has streng- 
thened the hand of the tedmocrats in Mu^b^s 
party against the radicals who argue for early mewes 
toward a one-party* Marxist state.

To help it succeed the new government has 
already won pledges of aid from Western countries, 
espedally the European Economic Community, 
wMdi will grant it a freedom of maneuver that 
previous unrecognized adminiscrations could only 
dream of. 

The Briti^ Governor, Lord Soames, pcuoted the 
way i^eii he used his network of ooota^ from his 
days as the EECs exten»l affoizs commisgoDer to 
secure for Rhodesia vutuaily all the benefits of the 
Lome CenveotioD soon after the return to legality. 

The renini to legality also brou^t a reum to 


growtii as a result of the inqirovementia die terms 
of trade brou^ about by the fifting of sanctioos. 
Real gross domestic product is eqiected to grow by 
as mudi as 5 per cent this year, after a mote or less 
break-even year m 1979 and fivesnocessive years of 
negative growth from 1974 to 1978. 

The overall inqiroivement in die comitiy’s 
eoQDomic position has meant that foreign cutrencty 
allocations to indusoy are rmumg 50 per cent 
higher tbaoi theywrereinthe nuddle ^lastyear — a 
diaip contrast to the rituatioo in 1978, ^en 
reserves vrere so dose to rock bottom that maity 
mdustries were denied even the fbre^n exchange 
needed to purdiase raw materiab.

Thar's exactly 
the way it turned out, notwithstanding the 
aborted rescue that claimed the lives of eight 
Ameiicans without ever getting near the .^0 
hostages held in the U.S. embassy in Tehran 
for airnost six nonths. 

Kennedy scraped to his second narrow Wc- 
tory in five days, picking up 48 per cent of ihc 
vote and 71 of the 141 Michigan delegates tu 

Armemans clash 
with police at 
New York rally 

NEW YORK, April 27 f AP) — Fne per- 
sons were arrested and three police officers 
suffered minor injuries when some 1.0C>i> 
Armenian demonstrators clashed witii 
police near the Turkish mission to the United 
Nations, police said. 

The sc^e erupted Saturday when police 
blodced the crowd from moving its demonst- 
ration from Dag Hammaiskjold Plaza at Lhc 
United Nations to the Turkisb mission a 
block away, 

Eazlier, about 3,000 Annenians marched 
up New York' s Sxth Avenue to Central Pa rk 
for a peaceful rally to commemorate the 65 th 
anmversary of ibt 191 S Turkish massacre 
when Armenians daim thousands of their kin 
were IdlJed. 

Partidpants came from the states of New 
Jersey, Connectreot, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island Penn^lvania and Midiigon. 

Demonstrators went to the United Nations 
area on Manhattan's east tide, where some 
burned Tiirkisfa fl^, threw and ptis'ncd 
and shm’ed in attempts to cross polix har- 
riers. Police reacted by hitting some over the 
head and shoulders with nightsticks.

U.S. prosecutes latter-day Attilas 

HelVs Angel vows law won’t wipe out gang 


SAN FRANaSOCO. April 27 (AP) — 
Ralph ’^Sonny” Barger, main target a U.S. 
government push to wipe out toe notorious 
Hells Angels motor^de gang, sat restlessly 
in his orange jailhouse and spilled out his 
bitterness. 

No way, he scoffed, is toe government 
going to ^ that The Hells Angels wiD live on 
— even if “they put me away for years.” 

Barger’s reputation is toat of a latter-day 
Attila the Hus, and he and his motorQide- 
mounted horde both terrified and entranced 
Americans when toey emerged on the dar- 
kest side of toe counter-culture of toe 1960's. 
The Angels were depicted in a string of films 
as often tubby louts whh insatiable 

appetites for drags, alcohol and efaain- 
swinging, head-cnidung violence. 

The dub has hundreds of membeis in chap- 
ters across the country and overseas, but the 
main nmt is — and h^ been almost from its 
beginnings — Barger’s Oakland chapter. 

“They’re not going to destroy toe Hells 
Angels with this trial,” toe 41-year-old 
Barger swore in arecent jail interview. “They 
said the last time if they could put me away 
toey would destoiy the dub. They put me 
away for six years a^ wfaenl got out, toe dub 
was at least five timea bigger than when I 


went m." 

Barger cursed Federal Court Juc^ Samuel 
Conti, the prosecutors and toe law that 
snatched him a«v< his friends dH toe streets 
and dnmped them into a courtroom where 
2.5-meter-bigh plexiglass partitions separate 
toe ^ctators from 18 Angels and their 
aBeg^ assodates who are in toe seventh 
month of one of the largest felony prosecu- 
tions in federal court histoiy. They arc 
charged with various violations of drug, rack- 
eteering and con^iracy provisions of the 
racketeer influence and corrupt organiza- 
dcmslaw, designed to smash organized crime. 

The drfend^ts are accused of making and 
distributing various drugs utd promoting toe 
Hells Angels “Enterprise” with guns, bombs, 
murder, bribery and intimidatron. 

If found guilty on all counts, the defendants 
could coDectrvely draw up to 600 years in 
prison. Barger, charged vrith two conns of 
consjAracy and racketeering, faces 40 years. 

Besides the 18 angels uow on trial for toe 
alleged commission of 61 oven acs, and six 
others set for a later triaL toe grand juiy 
indictment also names toe entire dub. 

The government daims the club is “a crim- 
inal enterprise” wdiicb requires is membeis 
to distiib^ (bugs of spewed quality and 


quantify in northern California. 

Much of toe government's case involves 
charges of maniffacture and distributian of 
metoamphetamine. a powerful stimulant 
known os “speed.” 

The prosecution, which took 24 weeks to 
redte a litany of alleged drug manufrict^ 
and dealing, assorted riolencv including 
murder, bombs and other anti-social 
behavior, rested is case toe last week of 
March. The defense presentation may take 
several months. 

As toe defense began, toe accused sat alert, 
neatly dressed, watchful and well-mannered 
— hardly the greasy leather image of toe 
gang. 

The courtroom is a fasdnating mob scene. 
Angels from out of town chapters, induding 
one from Germany, have visited as Re- 
lators, and marshals say toey fear some might 
try to liberate their buddies. 

All spectators must pass through metal 
detectors. 

The defense denies government daims that 
toe Hells Angels require members to sell 
dings, but daims toat the Hells Angels is a 
“so^ dub.”

Greece bids for EEC entry 


ATHENS. April 27 ( AFP) — Greece is to 
reduce its customs duties on goods from 
members of die Common Market by 10 per 
cent as it may win membership, official 
sources said in Athens. 

Import duties imposed by the EEC on each 
otfaei^s goods will gradualJy be aboliriied 
be^nning January 1 , the date of Greek acces- 
sion to the Common Market. 

Meanwhile. Australian ounister of trade 
and natural resources, Douv Anthony, said 
that in die year 2000, the European Common 
Market will inqiort nearly 1 00 million tons of 
Australian cori. He met in Canberra with 
EEC Vice-President Wilhelm Hafeikamp, 
and botii officials expressed satisfaction on 
the future of EEC-Australian axiperatoo.

Inflation Egypfs main worry 


CAIRO. April 27 (AFP) — Inflaticm, 
rather than the proUems of the peace talks 
with Israel now is the main concern of most 
Egyptians who saw the cost of living rise 22 
per cent up to Mmdi. 

In a country where an primary govem- 
meni official or policeman earns iriiautS 23 a 
mcmtii, a young university lecturer $ 60 and 
an eiqierienced wfaite-coUar worker less than 
$ 150. the smallest price inaease ispainfolly 
felL 

But prices go up almost daily, and this 
uncertainty is a major preoccupation for most 
Egyptians. 

Official figures indicate that the cost cti 
Uving rose tty 10 per cent in the first three 
months of this year alone. 

While a year ago a factory worker bad to 
work for two days to buy a i^o cf subsictized 
meat from a cooperative, today he must work 
for nearly three days. 

Eggs are almost as expenave as in Western 
Enrope, while the lower wage earner must 
work for nearly tiiree hours to buy a packet of 
local cigarettes. 

In the space of a few months, Ae price of 
non-alcoholic drinks nearly has doubled ; 
fruit and vegetables have gone up by between 
50 and 100 per cent, and top-grade gasoline 
by 60 per cenL 

The problem facing many families is how to 
make ends meet, for six people, for exan^le. 
when Ae faAer earns $ 30 a monA in a 
tectory. 

One moAer wrestling wiA such an appar- 
ently insoluble proUem explained : “ My 
husband gives me twopounds($ 3} a week, ” 
fldtimg tiiat nnt of this she pays 1.75 pounds a 
monA m rent for a room in a municipal hous- 
ing project on Ae dty ootsknts. 

Bybuymg 15 loaves (ti bread eaA day and 
boilLtig a vegetable wiA a bone, Ae manages 
to feed her family. 

She explained, “ Lmng like this, we can’t 
send Ae diiidren to school as it costs 1.50 
pounds ( $ 2.25) each year in sdi(x>t fees. ” 

Only essential ftxxls have been qiared 
from price rises, and the govemment con- 
tinnes to pexn: mUiions of pounds into sub- 
adies for bread, rice, sugar, ml. flour and 
imported Australian meat sold at a quarter of 


cost price to Ae poor.

Dominican embassy impasse broken scientists 


BOGOTA, April 27 (AP) — A Cuban, 
airiingr took off Sunday morning for Havana 
with 1 2 hostage ^lomats and some 1 6 guer- 
rilla captors, encfing a 61-day siege die 
Dominican Rqiubiicfs embassy, a foreign 
minte try ofGcaal 

The nffiafli, who acoonq>anied the group 
aboard Ac pl^e, said four other (%lomats 
were freed here. He identified them as Ven- 
ezuelan Ambassador Virigilio Lovera, 
Dominican RqmUic Ambassador Diogenes 
Mallol, Israeli Ambassdor EUiabuk Bs^kok, 
and Egyptian Ambassador Sallah AUooba. 

The Cuban aiiiines Soviet-built llyoshin 
jet departed at 8:20 a jn. local time ab^t 90 
minutes after the guerrillas left the embassy 
with tiieir hostages in two Red Cross buses. 

The flight was eqiected to arrive in Havana 
just after noon Qd>an time, k radio corres- 
pondent in Havana's Jose Marti Airport told 
the station "CaiacoT' by telepone. 

There were no details immediately avail- 
sd)le on the pact between ±e Colombian gov- 
ernment and the guerrillas to end the aege. 
Negotiaticms advanced considerably Friday 
and Saturday witii a flurry of meetii^ bet- 
ween ^frilla and ^government negotiators 
and with intense mediation by meotiiers of 
the Oiganization of American States Homan 
Ri^ts Commission. An agreement was 
readied late Saturday. 

Those freed were t^n from the plane and 
driven in a speeding bns across the airfield. It 
was impossible to see how many were aboard 


the bus because its windows had been painted 


over. 


Radio Caracol, a usually reliable privately 
owned radio station, said 16 guerrillas, five 
d^iomats, a Red Cross official and the 
Oiban ambassador to Colombia left on the 
fii^t for Havana, 

Sixteen 16 dq>lomats were still being held 
hostage before the agreement mtfa tiie gov- 
ernment for thdr release was worked oul As 
part aS the agreement, according to reports, 
the other 1 1 d^lomats were to have been 
freed before die jet left Bogota for Cuba. 

Flight time was estimated to be three hours 
but it was not known whether the plane 
would make a cfirect flight. 

Cuban Ambassador Fernando Ravek) had 
■miH be would accompany the guorillas to 
Havana and that die guerrillas were tald^ 
with them: U.S. Ambasador Diego Asendo, 
Papal Nundo Angelo Acerbi, Mexican 
Ambassador Ricar^ Galan, Venezuelan 
Ambassador ^igjlio Loveia, and Brazilian 
Ambassador Geraldo Do Nasdoeato. The 
five were ejq>ected to be released in Havana, 

Radio Caracal said there were five hos- 
tages aboard the flight to Havana and iden- 
tified them as Asendo, the Papal mindo, 
Galan, Do Nasdmento and Svriss Ambas- 
sador Jean Bouigauis. It made no mention of 
the Venezuelan ambassador. 

Lms Antonio Valencia, one of two Colom- 


guemUas. told newsmen at the airport that 
five ambassadors accompanied the guerrillas 
to Havana, but ctid not say who they were. 

Valenda and the odier Cdombi^ were 
released during the embassy exodus. 

The red-and-v^te Cubana Aiiiines plane 
arrived at tiie mOitazy section of the a ir port 
about 30 minutes b^ore the guerrillas and 
tiieir te^itives left the embassy in two buses, 
then was refrieled before taxing to the end of 
the prindpal runway at the most distant point 
from the terminaL Red Cross ambulances fol- 
lowed the buses along the 1 1-kilometer trip 
to tiie airporL 

Two pale blue Red Cross buses carrying 
tile hostages and their captors, Ted by a vriiite 
Red Ooss ambolance, were escorted from 
the embassy to the airport and then to die 
plane by an army jeep and a yellow airport 
fire t niA The hostages slowly filed onto tiie 
plane whose en^nes remained r unning , a 
local radio station said. 

The grotq) dqraited the embas^ at about 
6:50 a.m. and arrived at tire p^e 20 '"inntP* 
later. 

Comandante Uno, identffied as the guer- 
rilla leader and said to be Rosentiierg P^o, 
a 32-year-old former school teadier, raised 
his hajod witii a victoiy sign as the bus pulled 
oat of tiie embassy con^iound. 

The airport d^y occurred as foreign 
ministiy m^tiators, O.A.S. and Red Cross 
officials held tiieir hut meeting with gnerrillas 
on the plane and du port medania checked 


the aircraft. 

After the plane took off, a number of the 
former hostages and the c^caals boarded the 
blue Red Or^ buses and went briefly to an 
air force building off the runway before pro- 
ceeding back to the d^. The buses returned 
to the embas^ and a nnmber of the hostages 
eutered, apparently to collect their belong- 
ings. 


The group departed the embas^ under 
supervision of the Inter-American Human 
Ri^ts Commission of tiie Organization of 
American States, which the dlqnite

BELGRADE, April 27 (Age^es) — 
President Jos^ Broz Tito remains in an 
** exceptionally grave " state of health. Us 
doctors said Sunday, adding tiiere were no 
essential changes ” overni^t in his condi- 
tion. 

In its tersest bulletin for several days, the 
team of eight doctors creating Tito in die 
Ljubljana Qimcal Center in northwestern 
Yugc^via gave no further details. 

On Saturday, they had disdos^ that Tito’s 
heart was gening weaker, and tiiaf be had 
developed conqiliGated digestive p^lems. 
Tito's two most serious aOmeals are mtenial 
bleedzog and damage to bis liver, accom- 
panied by jaundice. He is also in acoma and 
shock. 

His other illnesses include kidn^ftohire — 
bemg treated by use of an artificial Iddn^ 
msiAirwt — pneumonia hi gh fever.
